This is a response to the petition under 37 CFR 1.59(b), filed April 16, 2002, to expunge 
information from the above identified application. 

The petition is DENIED. 

Petitioner requests that the Reply Brief Noted, filed April 2, 2002, be expunged from the record 
prior to consideration by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences (BPAI). 

On July 19, 2002, the BPAI remanded the case to the examiner because it determined that the 
Reply Brief Noted constituted an inappropriate Supplemental Examiner's Answer. In response 
to the remand, the Supplemental Examiner's Answer was withdrawn and prosecution reopened. 
Subsequently, a Notice of Allowability was issued on October 1, 2004, and has matured into 
Patent Number 7,3 5 6,53 3 . 

The petition is denied because the Reply Brief Noted is considered material to the patentability 
of the claims.
